Act Before — 
End of 1951 


Albany must decide by the end 
of 1951 what to do about its poftion 
of Codornices Village. 

The question on the fate of the 
Village was raised by Councilman 
Jerome Blank Monday night dur- 
ing an unusually brief and model 
Council session which attracted one 
of the largest crowds in weeks. 
Blank told the Couneil the city 
should begin considering the Vil- 
lage problem soon, since the Goy- 
ernment is giving up control of the 
units at the end of next year. 

“Do we want to continue the 
project?” Blank asked, “and if so, 
do we want to take on the expense 
of operating it?” 

Blank said the city engineer esti- 
mated that cost of repairing streets 
and sewers in the Village would 
cost the city $50,000. He also said 
the city would not receive the $11,- 4 
000 in lieu taxes from the Govern- 
ment, if the city took over, 
Councilwoman Mrs. Kathie Zahn 
said she felt the city could not 
“turn the people in the Village out 
just because we are lucky enough 
to have a roof over our heads.” 
Blank said if the city took over 
the project a long-range contract 
for lease of the property would have 
to be worked out with the Univer- 
sity of California. 

“We have to find a solution,” 
Mrs. Zahn “Mr. Mayor, if 
you have a committee I would like 
on it.” 

Mayor Frank Graeber said that
